YOUR HOSPITAL-A CAPE COD INSTITUTION 


Twenty-nine years ago come October the Cape Cod Hospital opened for patients. 
Its home was an old frame mansion in Hyannis which a century before had been the 
Village Seminary. It was the first (and is the only) general hospital serving the large 
area of Cape Cod. 


During the nearly three decades past the Cape Cod Hospital has steadily expanded 
to meet the growing hospital needs of both year around and summer residents. To the 
old frame building was added a small brick wing, later extended; a nurses’ home was 
built, and added to; a nursing school was established. Still the need for more and more 
hospital facilities mounted. During the war, with service families from all the Cape 
Cod installations using the hospital, its corridors literally overflowed with patients. 


Two years ago steps were taken to make possible a new Cape Cod Hospital, a 
$1,250,000 institution, modern and fireproof. On this, construction is well underway 
and the cornerstone will be laid August 1. But pledges to the building fund, to July 1, 
totalled only $1,038,000. More is needed to complete and equip the hospital. To this 
end, the week July 30—August 6 has been designated Cape Cod Hospital Week, with 
tag days to be featured in all communities. 


Every man, woman and child who lives on the Cape or spends even one vacation 
day on the Cape might, by some turn of fate, need the services of a top-rated hospital. 
This is what Cape Cod is going to have—if everyone helps who can help. Give, during 
hospital week; wear your pin proudly, and remember: The hospital you help might 
someday help you! 


Many stage and screen notables honored Arthur Sircom on his 10th anniversary as 
director at the Cape Playhouse on Friday, July 8, at an after-theatre surprise party given 
by Richard Aldrich, managing producer of the Playhouse, and members of the staff. 


John Loder, star of ‘For Love or Money,” read congratulatory telegrams, including 
several who received their professional start at the Playhouse under Mr. Sircom’s direc- 
tion. Among the wires received were those from Gertrude Lawrence, now playing in 
London and soon to return for an engagement at Dennis; Gregory Peck, Sylvia Sidney, 
Arthur Treacher, Constance Collier, Ruth Chatterton, who starred at the Playhouse last 
week in “Lovers and Friends;” Ralph Forbes, Jinx Falkenberg, Faye Emerson, Robert 
Ryan, Richard Skinner, Day Tuttle, Viola Roach, Philippa Bevins, and Robert Wallsten, 
playwright whose first play was Arthur Sircom’s first production at the Playhouse. 


Mr. Sircom was presented with many gifts from admirers and co-workers at the 
Playhouse. Among the guests were Signe Hasso, John Newland, Josephine Brown, Betty 
Caulfield, Mr. and Mrs. E. P. Cassell, Joshua Nickerson, president of the Playhouse Cor- 
poration, and Julius Fleischmann.

Many patrons of the Playhouse have 
mentioned the smoothness of the produc- 
tions, but few of them realize that this is 
due to one man’s supervision—the stage 
manager. In the theatre the stage man- 
ager is responsible for all the details of 
productions. Hugh Rennie is our very ef- 
ficient new manager this season. Our 
audiences met him two weeks ago when 
he appeared in “For Love or Money,” as 
the agitated Mr. Tremaine. Hugh has been 
in the theatre all his life—as actor, stage 
manager and director. Among the many 
Broadway productions in which he has 
played are “Joy to the World,” “Family 
Portrait,” and “You Can’t Take It With 
You.” He has stage managed many Broad-_ 
way hits, including the original produc- 
tion of “Porgy,” “Arsenic and Old Lace,” 
and revivals of “The First Mrs. Fraser” 
and “Craig’s Wife.”” Last winter he hopped 
from production to production, managing 
“Gayden,’ “Anybody Home,” and “Leaf 
and Bough.” The hectic routine of sum- 
mer stock is a familiar life to Mr. Rennie 
as he has been a straw hat director since 
1936 at Parsippany, N. J.; Cape May, N. 
J.; White Plains and Germantown, N. Y.; 
and Pompton Lakes, N. J. He and Mrs. 
Rennie, Dortha Duckworth, have appear- 
ed many times together, as they did in 
the Playhouse’s third production this sum- 
mer. In fact, they met during the Chicago 
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production of “Goodbye Again,” and it 
was such a happy engagement that they 
were married after the run. In spite of 
his exacting hours, from morning rehear- 
sals to after the show at night, he manages 
to get in a very early morning ride several 
times a week. 


REUNION IN DENNIS 


The mother of one of our Playhouse ap- 
prentices, Lisa Bigelow, came to visit her 
daughter a couple of weeks ago and inad- 
vertantly disclosed one of her professional 
secrets. Lisa’s mother was an actress on 
Broadway under the name of Sylvia Weld. 
At one time a young playwright, Edward 
Chodorov, wanted her for his new play. 
He called her home and she was sick in 
bed, so Chodorov, the producer and direc- 
tor went to see Miss Weld at home. When 
they arrived she didn’t want them to know 
that she had a grown daughter, so she told 
Lisa to hide under the bed. All during the 
interview Lisa was hidden. Then Mrs. 
Bigelow came to Dennis to see her daugh- 
ter, and one of the first people she ran 
into was Mr. Chodorov who was here 
working on his new play while his wife, 
Gwen Anderson, was playing in “The 
Heiress.” So Lisa and Mr. Chodorov final- 
ly met in Sylvia Weld’s presence much to 
everyone’s amusement. 


ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


“Yes, My Darling Daughter,” by Mark 
Reed, was first produced in New York by 
Alfred de Liagre on February 9, 1937. 
Born near Boston, Mark Reed went to 
Dartmouth College for football, to Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology for ar- 
chitecture, and to Harvard for Baker’s 
course in playwrighting. When his archi- 
tectural duties called for the installation 
of sixty marble jointures in the New York 
Hospital, Mark Reed rolled up his blue- 
prints and turned to the typewriter. 


His first play, “She Would and She Did,” 
was produced while he was still a Baker 
student with Grace George in the starring 
role. ‘Yes, My Darling Daughter” is filled 
with the same gay humor as his earlier 
Broadway hit, ‘Petticoat Fever.”

NEXT WEEK 


EVA LE GALLIENNE, one of the most 
honored women in the American theatre, 
will appear in “The Corn is Green,” at 
the Playhouse beginning Monday, July 
25th. Emlyn William’s distinguished play 
of a school teacher’s triumph over illiter- 
acy and prejudice in a Welsh mining town 
was first produced in New York in 1940. 
It won the Drama Critic’s Award that 
season for the best play of foreign import. 
Miss Le Gallienne plays the school teach- 
er whose tireless efforts are rewarded by 
the discovery of one pupil with great 
latent talent. 


Richard Waring will appear as the stu- 
dent, the role he originated on Broadway, 
and Robin Craven plays the Squire, the 
local dictator who feels that education 
will rob the mines of their necessary man- 
power. Darthy Hinkly, as a local distrac- 
tion, blasts the hopes of student and teach- 
er for the university scholarship just when 
their goal seems imminent. The Playhouse 
is proud to present Eva Le Gallienne in 
this great play which Brooks Atkinson 
describes as a “remarkable drama of beau- 
ty and exaltation, told with extraordinary 
humanity and wisdom.” 


THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed to establish a drama, music, ballet, 
horticulture and fine arts center at the Cape Playhouse.

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WHO'S WHO 


ANN HARDING (Ann Murray) is ap- 
pearing for the first time on the Cape 
since her apprentice days with the Pro- 
vincetown Players, then under the direc- 
tion of Jasper Deeter. Her interest in the 
theatre began as a student at Baldwin 
School in Bryn Mawr, Pa., where she first 
trod the boards. One of her fellow 
student-actors was Cornelia Otis Skinner 
whose mother directed the school plays. 
After one season in Provincetown she 
headed for Broadway and landed a role 
very soon, but the New York critics 
agreed with her father that the theatre 
was not for her. Ann knew otherwise, 
and she determined to study her craft 
thoroughly. After four years of gruelling 
stock training in Detroit, Providence, 
Pittsburgh, and at Jasper Deeter’s Hedge- 
row Theatre, she returned to Broadway. 
Her appearance in “Tarnish’’ made the 
critics do a quick turn-about and estab- 
lished her as a star. Many hits followed, 
including “The Green Hat’ with Kath- 
erine Cornell and Leslie Howard; “Stolen 
Fruit,’ “A Woman Disputed,” and “The 
Trial of Mary Dugan.” After playing the 
title role for a year on Broadway and an- 
other on the road, she went to Hollywood 
for a well-earned rest. But the movie 
studios would not let her rest—she finally 
signed with RKO. Her first picture, ‘Paris 
Bound,” was an instant success, and for 
the next seven years she starred in dozens 
of films, including “Animal Kingdom,” 
“East Lynne,” “When Ladies Meet,” and 
“Westward Passage.” She finally became 
discouraged with her assignments and 
went to London to make a film. While 
there she met conductor Werner Janssen 
and they were married. A fine pianist 
herself, she retired to devote the next 
several years to her husband’s career, ac- 
companying him on tours to South Amer- 
ica and in Europe. When he decided to 
settle in California as conductor of the Los 
Angeles symphony, she returned to the 
movie lots, where she has made “Mission 
to Moscow,” “Janie,” and ‘‘Those Endear- 
ing Young Charms.” Since turn-about is
